su ccess of 
su ch candidate.” 
A 
treasu rer or 
p olitical agent mu st he ap p ointed in 
writing and his written ap p ointment, 
signed by the chairman of the p olit­ 
ical cp mmittee or the candidate ap ­ 
p ointing him, mu st be filed “with the 
clerk of the circu it cou rt of the cou n­ 
ty in which su ch treasu rer or p oliti­ 
cal agent resides,” ex cep t the treas­ 
u rer of the state central committee, 
whose written ap p ointment shall be 
filed in the office of the secretary o f 
state. 
“No su ch treasu rer or p oliti­ 
cal agent shall act u ntil he* has giv en 
a bond as req u ired by the statu te.” 
Section 3 is amended 
so as 
to 
au thorize treasu rers 
for “district” 
committees, as 
well as for 
state, 
cou nty and city committees, and by 
req u iring all su ch treasu rers to giv e 
bond in the su m of 
not less 
than 
$5 00, with su reties to be ap p rov ed 
by the committee, and conditioned, 
among other things, for the p ay ment 
of all su ms of money in his hands to 
his su ccessor, and su ch 
treasu rers 
may be au thorized 
to “collect” as

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Effects of Hot Waves. 


Hot weather ought not to be fatal 


■ to infants. 
There is 
110 good reason 


why a small child should not with­ 
stand the heated days and nights 
with ev en less serious results than 


adults. 
But the fatality among chil­ 


dren especially in the larger cities 


during excessiv ely warm weather is j j}ut sometimes one catch« 


of Gettysburg’s guns seemed still to 
be in their ears. 
As the band thumped out a liv ely 
march, the lines of erect and bronzed 
faced mechanics and business men 
marched by with step still springy 
and hearts still looking forward to­ 
ward life's successes. 
Today a good part of the line is 
found in wagons drawing them to 
cemeteries, the more distant burying 
grounds are cared 
for by 
smaller 
delegations, and the work of gather­ 
ing flowers has passed from the v et­ 
erans to the little folks from school. 
The note of pathos is just as domi­ 
nant in the march of the Federal 
troops as in that of the former con­ 
federate foe. 
The line of div ision once separat­ 
ing the two contending forces has 
become blurred in the twilight of 
earthly passion. 
The v oice of the 
nisrht wind is heard in the tree tops. 
a glimpse 
simply frightful. 


The cause lies with the adult, and 


not with the weather. That is to say, 
it is much harder for many people to 
properly attend to their children when 
the weather is warm than when it is 
mild. This is especially true of those 
who are compelled to liv e in tenement 
houses and other unfav orable loca­ 
tions. 
About nine times out of ten the 
death of an infant during hot weather 
is caused by the milk used. 
The 
warmer the weather, the harder it is 
to keep the milk fresh and sweet and 
clean. Much of the milk that will test 
comparativ ely pure during moderate 
weather will be found to be v ery im­ 
pure when the weather is warm, due 
to the multiplication of 
germs in 
warm milk. 
Then, many persons do not know 
how to clothe their children during 
warm weather. 
Nearly all children, 
in fact, are ov erdressed in hot weath­ 
er. 
Fewer clothes and a more fre­ 
quent change would sav e a good deal 
of the trouble. 
We shall hav e hot weather for sev ­ 
eral weeks. 
It is the season for hot 
weather, and it is a blessing. 
So the 
mothers should use unusual care in 
the handling of the babies until re­ 
lief comes with the fall. 
Pure milk 
should be obtained at all times. If it 
can be had in no other manner, ap­ 
peals should be made to the physici- 
ajps; they can ref(jr the appeal to the 
proper parties. S o baby in this city 
shield be allow tiflf¥ o die because its 
parents are unAW5 to purchase a 
bojtle of pure n^iUiv for it ev ery day 
and to keep the milk pure by sur­ 
rounding it with ice. 
Another Source of disease with the 
children during the hot weather is the 
fly. A fly should not more be allowed 
to walk across the food intended for 
a babv or a child—or a grown person 
for that m atter — than should the 
v ilest animal that liv es. 
Nor should 
flies 
be allowed to alight 
upon a 
baby’s couch, or person. 
It requires 
v ery few minutes for the germs borne 
by a fly in hot weather to increase 
in such numbers as to prov e serious 
to the person coming in contact with 
them. 
And ev erybody, at all times, should 
keep the person cleanly—more espe­ 
cially in hot weather than at any 
other time, of course. 
The summer 
is a kindly season if only we w ill keep 
ourselv es and our food supply clean­ 
ly and pure.

New Bureau of Public Welfare in In­ 


diana Is Getting Its Forces So Well 


Organized That 
Definite 
Statistics 


of the Enormous Losses by Fire ana 


the Causes Thereof May Be Secured 


and Preventive Steps Taken. 


Indianapolis, May 13.—Fire Marshal 
Longley ’s first official report contains 
a compilation of losses b y fire for the 
first week in May , and shows the rate 
of fire losses in the state for a y ear 
w'ou ld b e $21,6 29,400. 
The statistics 
are u nofficial and perhaps incomplete, 
Mr. Longley said, b ecau se of prob ab le 
inaccu racies in records receiv ed b y 
him. 
Until fire chiefs, town clerks 
and township tru stees b egin sending 
in their reports accu rate figu res will 
b e impossib le, he b eliev es. This serv ­ 
ice is requ ired of those officials b y the 
new law. 
Fu ll instru ctions to su ch officials 
will b e sent this week from the office 
of the fire marshal, with proper b lanks 
for their records and reports. 
“At the rate shown for the first 
sev en day s of May , there wrou ld b e an­ 
nu ally 4,212 fires in Indiana,” Mr. 
Longley reports. “The fire damage for 
that particu lar week is estim ated at 
$415 ,95 0, which wou ld aggregate $21,- 
6 29,400 in one y ear. 
There were ap­ 
prox imately eighty -one fires du ring the 
week. 
Inclu ded in eighty -one, how­ 
ev er, are fiv e instances in which a fire 
classed as a ‘single’ fire destroy ed 
other b u ildings. So the real total was 
in ex cess of 100. 
“Sev eral 
interesting 
facts 
are 
b rou ght ou t In the classification of the 
cau ses of these fires. 
Almost ev ery 
‘standard’ cau se is fou nd among them, 
the largest classification, nu merically , 
b eing, of cou rse, ‘u nknown.’ 
“There were twenty -two fires du ring 
the first week In May which m u st b e 
classed as of ‘u nknown’ origin. 
“Ten of the fires were du e directly 
to carelessness of some sort. 
In one 
case a b u rglar is b eliev ed to hav e ac­ 
cidentally cau sed a fire in the cou rse 
of 
his 
professional 
operations. 
Matches, cigars and cigarettes figu re 
also. 
“Fiv e of the fires are classed as b e­ 
ing of incendiary origin, 
althou gh 
there may b e others among the twen­ 
ty -two ‘u nknown’ which wou ld come 
within this classification. 
“Sparks from chimney s ignited ten 
roofs and thereb y cau sed ten fires. 
“Defectiv e flu es were responsib le for 
nine fires. 
Three were du e su pposed­ 
ly to spontaneou s comb u stion. 
Eight 
were the resu lt of some form of ex ­ 
plosion. Ov erheated stov es—in May — 
cau sed six fires, and there were eight 
of miscellaneou s character.” 
In his letter to fire chiefs, Fire Mar­ 
shal Longley asks their su pport and 
co-operation and calls their attention 
to certain sections of the new law de­ 
fining their du ties and compensation. 
“I also want to ask y ou to make a 
thorou gh Inspection of all property in 
y ou r ju risdiction and report to me any 
situ ation which y ou may b e for any 
reason nu ab le to handle. 
Upon re­ 
ceipt of su ch information I will send 
my depu ty to help y ou remedy the 
ev il.” 
In his letter to township tru stees, 
he say s: 
“I u rge f ’ou to stu dy this law dili­ 
gently ; thorou ghly acqu aint y ou rself 
with y ou r du ties u nder it, and b e fu lly 
qu alified to discharge them. 
If a fire 
occu rs that looks su spiciou s as *o its 
origin call me b y telephone.” 
Prompt inv estigation b y this great 
state organization of assistants, will, 
it is b eliev ed, b ring to light facts con­ 
cerning the origin of fires which might 
b e lost otherwise. 
If a fire is of in­ 
cendiary origin, a prompt report to 
this effect will b ring assistance from 
the fire m arshal’s office in a fu rther 
inv estigation, and prosecu tions when 
w arranted b y facts. 
In other states where the fire m ar­ 
shal law has b een enacted, these in 
v estlgations hav e resu lted in many 
conv ictions for arson. 
Pu b lic knowl­ 
edge that ev ery fire is to b e inv esti­ 
gated thorou ghly will, it is thou ght, 
discou rage arson.
